Rendering a recent decision, the Idaho Public Utilities Com- 
mission said: 

“A public utility which imposes an unfair burden of rates on 
its consumers, or otherwise treats them unfairly, may gain a some- 
what increased revenue for a time; but inevitably will be forced to 
meet hampering resentment and hostility which will cause higher 
costs, a reduced number of customers, a lessened amount of use by 
restrained customers, and these will certainly result in reducing the 
value of the utility's investment, even if the, loss of much of it is 
avoided. 

“On the other hand, the public can for a time force a level of 
rates below the point of fairness. By so doing it temporarily re- 
duces the amount paid for service, but there promtly results a rapid 
reduction of quality and quantity of service. 

“No one, whether it be an individual or a public utility, can for 
very long obtain more than is fairly paid for. More than this there 
would be a promt check of service expansion, not only by the 
utility affected, but by all others where further investment is need- 
ed for public service. 

“Investors do not go where unfairness is waiting. This would 
seriously affect and retard the development of the state, as one of 
the most important elements in state progress is ample and satisfac- 
tory utility service and the ready extension of it as it may be need- 


ed. In either case the state suffers.”

- SCIENTIFIC HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION

There is a growing tendency to pay more attention to scientific 
highway construction. The initial surveying work to secure the best 
location for a road must be backed up by sound engineering princi- 
ples applied to the construction of the hard surface itself. 

With states, cities and counties spending hundreds of millions 
of dollars on permanent paving, the taxpayers are learning that they 
_ cannot afford cheap and imperfect construction. They find that it 
is always at their expense that so called cheap construction by in- 
competent and inexperienced contractors is carried on. 

All over the country, state highways, market roads and city 
streets that were not built by competent engineers, are breaking up 
under heavy traffic and in a few years have to be rebuilt. 

Permanent highways can only be built with a proper equip- 
ment and after the subgrade has been allowed time enough to settle. 
The controctor should have a good, long record of experience and 
a reputation at stake. The type of pavement laid should have a 
time tested service record at a low maintenance cost.

Instead of rapidly expanding the number of banks, it is the 
policy of the Brotherhood to sbuild up those already controlled. 

Experience has made the members highly conservative. In 
their combined capacities of workers and bankers, owning in many 
cases the securities of the corporations whose trains they run, the 


Brotherhood members have had a good look at both sides of the 
labor and capital question.
